Admiral Kruger arrived 
with his 
squadron in the morning, and after 
exchanging the customary salutes, in- 
timated that he had oome to arrange 
for the tranfer of the Knlaz Potem- 
kine. Admiral Kosliusky, commander 
of the Roumanian squadron, boarded 
the Russian battleship Tchesme and 
informed Admiral Kruger that King 
Charles had ordered him to turn the 
vessel over to the Russian admiral.

EIGHT WORKMEN 
BLOWN TO PIECES 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 10.—Eight «en 
were hlown to pieces and two others 
were injured by the premature explo- 
sion of a big blast of rock powder on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad improve- 
ments, near New Cumberland. 
The 
accident occuiTed directly across the 
Susquehanna river from the scene of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad wreck on 
May 11, in which 23'persons were kill- 
ed and many others Injured. 


All the victims of the disaiitcr were 
employes of Ji. S. Kerbaugh & Co., 
contractors, who are building the dou- 
ble tracks for the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road to connect -with the Enola yards. 
The bodies of the men were terribly 
mangled, and particles of flesh and 
bone were scattered for adistance of 
200 yards from the scene of the ex- 
ploflii^n. 


Thjp dead are: Jameg Wiseman, dy- 
namite boss. Buffalo, N. Y.; Arthur 
Green, colored. Harrisburg; 
Robert 
Thompson, colored, Harrisburg; Frank 
Mullach, a Slav; three Italians and 
one Slav, known only by numbers. 


The injured: William Reed, colored, 
skull fractured and injured internally; 
G.-C. Miller, of Idaville, Adams county, 
bruised about body, but not seriously. 


Not a trace 'of the two colored men 
who were killed can be found, and it 
is supposed their bodies were blown 
into the river, which is being dragged. 


An inquest was held by Squire Co- 
ble, of Lcmoyne, 
The jury rendered 
a verdict of premature explosion from 
and unkno^vn cause, and no blame at- 
tached to the contractors. 


All the killed and injured were la- 
borers aside from Wiseman, whose 
body was terribly mangled. What could 
be found of it was identified by the 
fact that he dyed his hair. His scalp 
and a portion of his head was found 
on a hill, 200 yards from the blast. 
Wiseman has been with the Kerbaugh 
Company for five years, and had gone 
to the scene of the explosion to per- 
sonally superintend the preparations 
for what is called a "big shot." 


A "big shot" consists of a series of 
'blasts, the holes having been drilled In 
a row, and the charges being set off 
simultaneously by an electric spark. 
Five of the holes had been filled with 
powder, and the men were at work on 
the sixth when the explosion occurred. 
It is supposed that a small stone had 
gotten Into this hole, and that the iron 
bar with which the men were ''tamp- 
ing" down the charge caused a spark 
by scraping on the stone, and that this 
Ignited the powder. John Shetter, the 
fireman of a ^'dinkey" engine, 150 feet 
away, was thrown to the ground by 
force of the explosion and slightly in- 
jured by flying debris. Miller was sit- 
ting at the door of the shack, where 
the men bunk, 200 feet from the blast, 
and was 'blown 25 feet and 
badly 
bruised. 


The explosion i^hook the country for 
miles around, and broke many win- 
dows in Harrisburg and towns across 
the river. 
Twelve hundred and fifty 
pounds of rock powder had been un- 
loaded just before the explosion, but it 
was not disturbed.

Roanoke, Va.. July 11.—The first de­ 
tails reached here from Christians- 
burg telling of the battle between Tev- 
enue agents and alleged moonshiners 
in Buchanan county. 
The revenue 
men went into the mountains to cap 
ture distilleries saiS to be operated 
in violation of the law. They were met 
"by a hand of moonshbiers, led by Hen 
^ry Adams, and firing ^n both sides be 
gan. 
Three moonshiners were killed 
and three more mortally wounded, and 
one revenue agent, Deputy Collector 
G. M. Tucker, was slightly Injured. 


T E N H E A T D EATH S IN N EW YO RK 


^Desplt« Breeze, the Suffering in Goth* 
am Was Great. 
New York, July 10.—Ten deaths and 
’more than two score cases of prostra- 
‘tion resulted from the continuance of 
the wave of Intense heat which reach- 
-ed 
the city 
Saturday. 
A grateful 
‘breeze from the sea served in a meas­ 
ure to temper the torrid tem perature 
-and excessive humidity, but the suffer­ 
ing, especially in the swarming tene- 
ment-house'quarters, was Intense, and 
throughout the day ambulances were 
kept busy removing «un-struck pa­ 
tients to the various hospitals. 
The thermometer registered 89 de­ 
grees, and remahied at this point until 
»a heavy thunder storm, with a deluge 
rain, descended on Brooklyn, the 
lower portion of M anhattan and subur­ 
ban towns In Now Jersey. The storm 
brought a startling fall in the mer­ 
cury, which dropped 13 degrees within 
half an how, effectually breaking the 
hot wave. 


Six Deaths In Boston. 
Boston, July 11.—The crest of 'the 
m ost intense heat wave of the season 
passed over New England, leavinpr be­ 
hind it many victims. Six deaths from 
the heat have been reported from New 
England points, while there were prob­ 
ably 10 times as many prostrations, 
aorae of which may result fatally. Bos­ 
ton M'as the.hottest place in New EJng- 
land, the thermometer reaching 93. 


Seven 'Deaths In ‘Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg, Pa., July 11.—The intense 
heat was responsible during the past 
24 hours for seven deaths, two of them 
caused directly by the high temperature 
and the others by drowning, the result 
*of inexperienced swimmers seeking re- 
®lief in the rivers. 
A large number of 
prostrations are also reported.

Kustengl, jYily 10.—The Russian pi­ 
rate battleship Kniaz Poterakine sur­ 
rendered here to the Roumanian au­ 
thorities. 
The surrender was mado 
upon terms that the mutineers should 
not be returned to Russia, but should 
have passports to go wherever they 
choose. 7'his is expected to cause ser­ 
ious tiouble between tlie Roumanian 
and Russian governments, as the lat­ 
ter will nmke a peremptory demand 
for the delivery or tho mutineers to it 
for punishment. 
After the mutineers left th e ship 
they were taken in charge by Rouma­ 
nian army officers, and, after being 
divided into small parties, were sent 
off to various villages in the interior. 
They will gradually be conveyed to 
any forontier they may select, and will 
then be liberated. 
Admiral Kruger arrived with his 
squadron in the morning, and after 
exchanging the customary salutes, in­ 
timated that he had oome to arrange 
for the tranfer of tho Kniaz Potem- 
kine. Admiral Koslinsky, commander 
of the Roumanian squadron, boarded 
the Russian battleship Tchesme and 
informed Admiral Kruger th at King 
Charles had ordered him to turn the 
vessel over to the Russian admiral. 
The Associated Press representative 
Inspected the Kniaz Potemkine after 
the withdrawal of the Roumanian 
guard. Despite tho efforts of the Rou­ 
manians to get things in shipshape, 
everything aboard the battleship was 
still In a state of wild disorder. 
The 
officers’ cabins were stripped of every­ 
thing of any value and bloodstains 
were everywhere. There was sufficient 
ammunition aboard the Kniaz Potem­ 
kine to have enabled the mutineers to 
make a desperate resistance. 
It Is said tifat during the last few 
days the vessel was navigated by two 
engineers and an officer with revol­ 
vers at their heads. 
All of the sailors wished to surren­ 
der with the exception of Matuschen- 
ko, the leader of the mutiny, who re­ 
sisted for some time, and wanted to 
blow up the ship. 
Seven officers were prisoners aboard 
th Kniaz Potemkine. 
They were in a 
pitiable condition from ill treatment. 
They declare that Matuschenko him­ 
self killed ten officers of the battle­ 
ship. 
All the papers -ana 'books belonging 
to the vessel were destroyed. 
It appears that the decision to sur­ 
render the Kniaz Potemkine was made 
>\rhen It became evident that no other 
vessels would join in the mutiny. The 
crew of the battleship seemed to be 
unaware of the surrender of the Geor- 
gi Pobiedonosetz, and expected that 
she also was coming to Kustenji to 
capitulate to Roumania. 


Mutineers on Torpedo Boat Arrested. 
Sebastopol, July 11. — Tho Russian 
torpedo boat No. 257, which declined 
to surrender to the Roumanian gov­ 
ernment with the Kniaz Potemkine, 
declaring th at she had not mutinied, 
but had been forced to follow the 
mutinoufe battleship, has arrived hero. 
The mentbers of her crew were arrest­ 
ed and placed on board the transport 
Prout. 


JAPS PURSUE RUSSIANS 
Landing 
on 
Sakhalin 
Island 
Made 
Without Much Resistance. 
Tokio, July 11.—The announcement 
of the landing of a Jajmnese froce at 
Sakhalin Island and the occupation of 
Korsakovsk, followed by the northern 
flight of the garrison, has been re­ 
ceived with great salisfaetion by the 
Japanese. The landing of »the army at 
Sakhalin marks the first ^n try of the 
Japanese upon Russian territoo’' prop­ 
er. 
The 
Japanese 
have 
expressed 
theniJielves pleased to be again »in pos­ 
session \of the island, declaring that 
they have long felt that the bargain 
under which 
they relinquished 
the 
place 40 years ago was unsatisfac­ 
tory. The Japanese express belief that 
they will sijeedily control the entire 
island, as they regard the garrison 
there as being incapable of serious re­ 
sistance, and are confident that it will 
certainly be captured. 
The following report has b ew «re­ 
ceived from the Japanes>e army head­ 
quarters on Sakhalin Island: 
*'Our army, without-much resistance, 
occupied Korsakovsk «arly on July 8. 
The enemy bux*ned the town and re- 
tiriid to positions eight miles north, 
at Y^here they resumed resistance.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., CHOSEN 
Peace Sessiorrs to Be Held There Out­ 
side of Washington. 
Washington, July 11.—Assistant Sec­ 
retary Polrre announced tliat the plen­ 
ipotentiaries of Russian and Japan had 
agreed upon Portsmouth, N. 
as tho 
meeting place for the sessions of the 
peace cont'orence to be held outside 
of Washington, 
The sessions will be 
held in the government navy yard at 
Portsm outh in the new building just 
completed there. 
The selection of Portsmouth was 
mutually acceptable to the peace en­ 
voys of the belligerents, as besides 
being a cool and comfortable place for 
this season of the 5"ear, it, has the ad­ 
vantage of offering a building on gov­ 
ernm ent soil, which is regarded as an 
Importa‘nt consideration. This govern­ 
ment, it is stated did not in any wise 
dictate as to the selection. 


EIGHT WORKMEN 
BLOWN TO PIECES 


Harrisburg, Pa., July 10.—Eight « e n 
were blown to pieces and two others 
were injured by the premature explo­ 
sion of a big blast of rock powder on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad improve­ 
ments, near New Cumberland. 
The 
accident occui'red directly across the 
Susquehanna river from the scene of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad wreck on 
May 11, in which 23’persons were kill­ 
ed and many others Injured. 
All the victims of the disaster were 
employes oi* H. S, Kerbaugh & Co., 
contractors, who are building the dou­ 
ble tracks for the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road to connect with the Enola yards. 
The bodies of the men were terribly 
mangled, and particles of flesh and 
bone were scattered for adistance of 
200 yards from the scene of the ex- 
plosii^n. 
Thip dead are: 
James Wiseman, dy- 
namJle boss. Buffalo, N. Y.; Arthur 
'Green, colored. Harrisburg; 
Robert 
Thompson, colored, Harrisburg; Frank 
Mullach, a Slav; three Italians and 
one Slav, known only by numbers. 
The injured: William Reed, colored, 
skull fractured and injured Internally; 
G.'C. Miller, of Idaville, Adams county, 
bruised about body, but not seriously. 
Not a trace *of the two colored men 
who were killed can be found, and it 
is supposed their bodies were blown 
Into the river, which is being dragged. 
An inquest was held by Squire Co­ 
ble, of Lemoyne. 
The jury rendered 
a verdict of prem ature explosion from 
and unkno^vn cause, and no blame at­ 
tached to the contractors. 
All the Tcilled and injured were la­ 
borers aside from Wiseman, whose 
body was terribly mangled. W hat could 
be found of it was identified by the 
fact that he dyed his hair. His scalp 
and a portion of his head was found 
on a hill, 200 yards from th e blast. 
Wiseman has been with the Kerbaugh 
Company for five years, and had gone 
to the scene of the explosion to per­ 
sonally superintend the preparations 
for what is called a “big shot." 
A “big shot*' consists of a series of 
blasts, the holes having been drilled in 
a row, and the charges being set off 
simultaneously by an electric spark. 
Fivo of the holes had been filled with 
powder, and the men were at work on 
the sixth when the explosion occurred. 
It Is supposed that a small stone had 
gotten into this bole, and that the Iron 
bar with which th e men were '•tamp­ 
ing'^ down the charge caused a spark 
by scraping on the stone, and that this 
Ignited th e powder. John Shetter, the 
fireman of a ^‘dinkey” engine, 150 feet 
away, was thrown to the ground by 
force of the explosion and slightly In­ 
jured by flying debris. Miller wus sit­ 
ting at the door of the shack, where 
the men bunk, 200 feet from the blast, 
and was 'blown 25 feet and 
badly 
bruised. 
The explosion röook the country for 
miles around, and broke many win­ 
dows In H arrisburg and towns across 
tho river. 
Twelve hundred and fifty 
pounds of rock powder had been un­ 
loaded just pefore the explosion, but it 
was no t disturbed. 


MURDER ;UNEARTHED 


Charles 
Bfuhm 
Killed 'Housekeeper 
r&nd Burled Body In Cellar. 
-Philadelphia, July 10. — W ilh the 
bauk of the head crushed in, m utilated 
frxma head to foot, and -several bones 
broken, the body of a woman known 
only as “Ajxnie’* was /ound buried In 
the cellar of a house in liie northw est­ 
ern part of'.the city; fprmerly the home 
ftf Charles IMuhn, a fierman, twIxo jlied 
In a hospJtiil on May J8. 
The police 
believe, XUhx 
v^vp wu;iJ sppa- 


rated from his wife, niurdored tho wo­ 
man. who was his housekecpor, and 
burled the body hi the collar to hide 
tlie crime. 
A hole had been dug In 
the middle of the collar, and a quan­ 
tity of quicklime thrown in. Tho body 
was then placed in the hole and cov­ 
ered with earth. 
When Bluhm's will was opned it was 
found that he left tlio little house to 
his wife. She and her mother decided 
to live in It, and they began to pre­ 
pare it -for occupation, as it was In a 
filthy condition. 
The two women de^ 
tecteti an odor in the house, but did 
not pajfcmuch attention to it until they 
decided to get rid of 
In the^^cellar 
they found a small ttaound of earth, 
and, believing that the husband had 
burled a dog or u cat thore, they be­ 
gan* to dig up the earth^ Under the 
top layer was a piece of ^carpet, and 
under that they foun(|j^the corpse. The 
women .notified the police of their dis­ 
covery, ‘‘After an Investigation the po­ 
lice came to the conclusion that Bluhm 
killed the woman during a quarrel, 
and in his frenzy to hide the crime 
hacked the body with a hatchet and 
burled It. 
The quicklime has con­ 
sumed only a small portion of the 
body. 
The Identity of the victim is not 
known. So far as the neighbors know, 
she worked in the mills in tliat section 
of the city. 
She was about 40 years 
of age, and Bluhm 45. 


MURDER AND SUICIDE 


Insane Man Kills His Coucin and Then 
Himself. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., July 10.—^A murder 
and suicide occurred in Jackson town­ 
ship. a few miles from Plymouth. The 
victims wore Jam es J. Farrell, a well- 
known resident of Plymouth, formerly 
assistant chief of police, and John Lee, 
formerly an engineer on the Delaware, 
Laclcawanna and W estern Railroad. 
Farrell, accompanied by his two chil­ 
dren, w'ent over the mountain to visit 
a cousin named McNally, 
Another 
cousin, named John Lee, who had been 
an Inmate of an insane asylum, but re­ 
cently discharged as cured, suddenly 
took a fit of the old malady, and with­ 
out any warning he rushed at the chlL* 
dren witli u razor, but they succeeded 
In getting away. Lee then discovered 
Farrell lying on the grass in the shade 
some distance away. He made a rush 
for him and cut his throat, and, turn 
ind around, he took the same razor, and 
cut his own throat. Both men died in- 
stantly. 


Pov^der Mill Blows Up. 
Baltimore, July 11.—An explosion oc­ 
curred in the Rockdale Powder Com- 
ipany's mills, at Hoffmansvllle, Balti­ 
more county. 
Five tons of powder In 
the ‘Coining mill house and that build­ 
ing and the press house wore destroy­ 
ed. -Eugene Abell, of Punxsutawney, 
Pa., was so badly burned that great 
pieces of his flesh dropped from him 
when he was picked up by rescuers. 
He will die. William Hofier was prob­ 
ably fatally hurt. 
Twelve men, com­ 
posing the night shift, wore about to 
enter the works when tho explosion 
occurred, and they were blown In all 
directions, but none was seriously 
hurt. Neither the ‘r*auso of the explo- 
slo« nor the resultant loss is known. 


FRANK M. FULLER DEAD 
Secretary of Pennsylvania Common­ 
wealth Succumbs to Apoplexy. 
Union town, Pa., July 11.—Secretary 
of the Commonwealth Frank M. Fuller 
died at his home here last night 
He 
was suddenly stricken with apoplexy. 
Drs. John Fuller and Charles F. Smith 
being summoned, they revived him, 
and In about an hour he seemed to 
have almost fully recovered. Later his 
condition became serious and he died. 
He was 52 years of age. 
Mr. Fuller was stricken with apo­ 
plexy In his garden, and was uncon­ 
scious for fully 15 minutes during tho 
first attack. 
He had recently return­ 
ed from a vacation and intended to go 
to Harrisburg today.

AY not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth," says 
the Scriptures; but the Rev.

thought and MTitten much, 


Mr. Vrooman talked interestingly of 
his travels aud adventures, in which 
there was considerable of suffering. 
If the **tenderfoot" 
from

hence doesn't rank higher in the esti- 
mation of the strenuous world, then it 
will not be this minister's fault. 


"We consumed," ho said, "one month 
at White Horse in making preparations 
and getting my equipment together. 
I arrived there'on June 10 and left on 
July 7. I purchased from the railroad 
and steamship the front or bow end of 
the river steamer Sibyl, which 
had 
been cut in two for purposes of their 
own. 
This made a satisfactory scow 
for floating my mining machinery. 
It 
iwas sixty feet long, and at the stern 
twenty-seven feet wide, coming to a 
point at the bow. 


**From White Horse to the mouth of 
the Hootalinqua River I had a distance 
of ninety miles to go down stream. 
With equipment and provisions and 
six men aboard the scow we were 
taken this distance by the current and 
the wind." 


Mr. Vrooman here described the trip 
in detail, telling about the passage of 
Lake La Barge in a high wind, and 
said: 


"While the w^ork of 'lining' the scow 
up the river was in progress two old- 
time prospectors appeared on the scene. 
They were profoundly impressed 
at 
the sight of my machinery, and said 


''A few miles further up the river 
from this point I stopped to wash some 
pans of gravel from certain benches on 
the river's shores, where prospectors 
have Avorked by hand during the last 
twenty years, earning from $3 to 510 
a day. 
On these benches, which are 
about six feet above the water, the 
seam of gravel is about two feet deep, 
and extends back, to my certain knowl- 
edge. a distance of 1000 feet, all of 
which is gold bearing. 
I knew that 
my little equipment of machinery could 
secure the gold from these benches 
where there was no current of water 
to interfere. 


"These benches were ab^ut ten miles 
further up the river. 
The season at 
this time Avas well along, and as it was 
imperative for me to return to White 
Horse at that time, I left instructions 
for the men to continue as rapidly as 
possible with the scow and machinery 
to the benches. 
Upon arriving there 
they could stake out claims upon this 
property for me. and then make a thor- 
ough demonstration of Avhat my ma- 
chinery was able to do In securing 
the gold. 


"The nearest 
recording 
office for 
claims is Livingstone Creek, a little 
mining settlement over the mountain, a 
distance of about eighteen miles from 
my property. 
It was understood that 
upon my return trip from White Horse 
I would reach Livingstone Creek on 
a certain day, and that two of the men 
should meet me there for the purpose 
of 
reoording 
the claims 
they had 
staked. 
They arrived at the property 
and I arrived at White Horse on sched- 
ule time. 


"In returning I went by steamer, of 
course, to the mouth of the Hootalin- 
qua River. 
On leaving the steamer I 
started upon my tramp of sixty miles 
afoot, with a distance of twenty-five 
miles to make that day. 
I arrived at 
the seventeen-mile point at 10.45 a. m., 
which was fairly good speed. 
I then 
began to feel symptoms of rheumatism 
or strained muscles in my knees and 
hips. 
At this point I also confronted 
a bear, and, after yelling and shooting 
at him, as he did not run, I tried to. 


"My rheumatism, probably 
caused 
by sleeping so much out of doors, grew 
rapidly worse, and it was only by the 
utmost exertion, and with every step

little river they mentioned I found that 
the gold was there as they had de- 
scribed it, but I also found that the 
bowlders were so large as to prevent 
any dredging machinery doing suc- 
cessful work. 


VIn going with the two prospectors 
up the river I carried nothing but a 
roll of blankets, a supply of food and 
a fe\y cooking utensils to use on my 
return trip.

They were compelled to 
stand around a campfire all nighr, and 
reached the scow about 11 o'clock the 
next morning. 
They stood the ex- 
posure of their trip better than I stood 
mine, and ail went to work again with 
a zest, 


"As cold weather was setting in, and 
as my muscular aches and pains were 
continuing. I was anxious to return at 
the earliest opportunity. 
I therefore 
remained only long enough to demon- 
strate positively that the machinery 
was able to do the work at that point. 


War taxes have been so arranged in 
Japan that the burden principally falls 
upon the persons who ought to bear it. 
Take the new inheritance tax, for ex- 
ample; it will affect the wealthy class 
mostly. To an outsider it would appear

tion: In 1904 the total of the imperial 
taxes showed an increase of 38,400,000 
yen, but the prefectural taxes were 
10.800.000. and the town and village 
taxes 12,200.000 yon less, so that, com- 
pared with the year before, the net 
increase in taxation was only 15,000,000 
yen. 


The amount for imperial and local 
taxes in 1004 was 27.57 yen per house- 
hold. This was 1.76 yen more than the 
year before. 
Per person, it was 4.9G. 
or an increase of thirty-two sen. com- 
pared with the year before. With re- 
gard to 1905. the Increase will be eight 
yon per house, or l.SO per Individual. 
This, compared with the taxation of 
other countries, is very light; and then, 
again, a good deal of the money col- 
lected in taxes goes back to the people 
who are furnishing supplies for the 
war, and the profits from these trans- 
actions help the people to meet the in- 
creased taxation. 


The farming class in Japan is much 
in the majority, and the rice crop of 
1004 was so abnormally large and the 
prices of rice were so high that this 
class was a great gainer, and placed 
favorably for meeting taxes. 
The peo- 
ple, from patriotic reasons, have met 
the increased taxes with proper spirit, 
and respond willingly, so that the tax 
returns are much more satisfactory 
than in years before the war. 
The 
number of people proceeded against 
for non-payment of taxes is much de- 
creased. 


The increase in deposits in postal 
savings banks and in ordinary banks 
is a proof that the people are not suf- 
fering from over-taxation. 
It is a year 
since the outbreak of war. and the 
amount of money raised from the peo- 
ple for its prosecution is very large, 
and yet Japan's commercial and indus- 
trial position is much stronger to-day 
than before.

MINISTER’S 
QUEST 


Sticccssful in the Klondike»Hardships and 
Good Fortune in North. 


AY not up for yoiirselves 
troasuros upon earth,” says 
the Scriptures; but the Rev. 
Hiram Vrooman, lately pas- 


or, author, philosopher, moralist, Presi­ 
dent of the Forodation of Reli^rlons, has 
been hcodloss of the Injunction to a 
desToo \vhioh makes the priestly vow 
of poverty seoin like a jeu d’esprit or 
the baseless fabric of a theological 
droam. 
But the Rov. Mr. Vrooman, though 
he be just back from the Klondike, 
'Adhere Avithin a few months he has 
added to his Avorldy possessions in gold 
dust and staked claims about $100,000, 
is not after riches as an end solely; he 
would, ho says, make it a means large­ 
ly to further the work of the Federa­ 
tion of Religions, about which he has 
thought and written much. 
Mr. Vrooman talked Interestingly of 
his travels and adventures, in which 
there was considerable of suffering. 
If the “tenderfoot” 
from 
this 
time 
hence doesn’t rank higher in the esti­ 
mation of the strenuous world, then it 
will not be this minister’s fault. 
“We consumed,” he said, “one month 
at White Horse In making preparations 
and getting my equipment together. 
I arrived there *on June 10 and left on 
July 7. I purchased from the railroad 
and steamship the front or bow end of 
the river steamer Sibyl, which had 
been cut in two for purposes of their 
own. 
This made a satisfactory scow 
for floating my mining machinery. It 
was sixty feet long, and at the stern 
twenty-seven feet wide, coming to a 
point at the bow. 
“From White Horse to the mouth of 
the Hootalinqua River I had a distance 
of ninety miles to go down stream. 
With equipment and provisions and 
six men aboard the scow we w^ere 
taken this distance by the current and 
the wind.” 
Mr. Vrooman here described the trip 
in detail, telling about the passage of 
Lake La Barge in a high wind, and 
said: 
“While the w^ork of ‘lining’ the scow 
up the river w^as in progress two old- 
time prospectors appeared on the scene. 
They were profoundly impressed at 
the sight of my machinery, and said 


a day. 
On these benches, which are 
about six feet above the water, the 
seam of gravel is about two feet deep, 
and extends back, to my certain knowl­ 
edge, a distance of 1000 feet, all of 
which is gold bearing. 
I knew that 
my little equipment of machinery could 
secure the gold from these benches 
where there was no current of water 
to interfere. 
“These benches were ab^ut ten miles 
further up the river. 
The season at 
this time was well along, and as it was 
imperative for mo to return to White 
Horse at that time, I left Instructions 
for the men to continue as rapidly as 
possible with the scow and machinery 
to the benches. 
Upon aiTlving there 
they could stake out claims upon this 
property for me, and then make a thor­ 
ough demonstration of Avhat my ma­ 
chinery w*as able to do in securing 
the gold. 
“The nearest recording office for 
claims is Livingstone Creek, a little 
mining settlement over tlie mountain, a 
distance of about eighteen miles from 
my property. 
It Avas understood tiiat 
upon my return trip from White Horse 
I w’ouid reach Livingstone Creek on 
a certain day, and that two of the men 
should meet me there for tlie purpose 
of 
recording 
the claims 
they had 
staked. 
They arrived at the property 
and I arrived at White Horse on sched­ 
ule time. 
“In returning I went by steamer, of 
course, to the mouth of the Hootalin- 
qua River. 
On leaving the steamer I 
started upon my tramp of sixty miles 
afoot, with a distance of twenty-five 
miles to make that day. 
I arrived at 
the seventeen-mile point at 10.45 a. m., 
which was fairly good speed. 
I then 
began to feel symptoms of rheumatism 
or strained muscles in my knees and 
hips. 
At this point I also confronted 
a bear, and, after yelling and shooting 
at him, as he did not run, I tried to. 
“My rheumatism, probably caused 
by sleeping so much out of doors, grew 
rapidly worse, and it was only by the 
utmost exertion, and with every step 
that they had made discoveries where I accompanied with the severest pain, 
gold was sufficiently rich to yield great I that I succeeded in reaching the little 
returns. 
One point in particular was cabin at Mason’s Landing that night, 
a little river about 175 miles up from Of course, I was not able to pursue 
where we were. 
I decided to accom- my Journey on the follov/ing day. For- 
pany these men. 
Upon reaching the tunately, however, there was a man 
little river they mentioned I found that there who was going to Livingstone 
the gold was there as they had de­ 
scribed it, but I also found that the 
bowlders were so large as to prevent 
any dredging machinery doing suc­ 
cessful work. 
‘.‘In going with the two prospectors 
up the river I carried nothing but a 
roll of blankets, a supply of food and 
a fevy cooking utensils to use on my 
return trip. 
It was understood that 
they would build 'me a raft upon which 
to come back. 
Fortunately, however, 
for returning I secured from them a 
rowboat. In the arduous w^ork of tak­ 
ing the canoe up I started the first day 
to do my share. 
My part was to use 
the oars wherever it was necessary 
to cross the river, and to pull the canoe, 
with a rope over my shoulder, wherever 
the conditions permitted walking along 
the shore. Many miles I did this pull- 


Creek that day, and he carried a letter 
from me to my son. 
“As good fortune would have It, the 
same little steamer that had picked 
me up on the river before was making 
its second trip down, and stopped at 
this landing late that very afternoon. 
It took me about one minute to strike 
a bargain with the captain, and within 
fifteen minutes I was on board, going 
up the river to my scow. 
“When the two men at Livingstone 
Creek received my note announcing 
that I was sick abed with rheumatism, 
they walked over to Mason’s Landing 
the next day, only to learn that I had 
gone back to the scow on the steamer. 
The following day they attempted to 
save one day’s time by cutting across 
lots through the woods, which proved 
to be a cold and rainy day, and before 
ing, while wading knee deep in the reaching their destination night over 
swift water over slippery gravel with 
gum boots. 
“On my return trip, wliich I had to 
make alone, there w^as a distance of 
forty miles on Lake Teslln that I was 
obliged to row. About noon of the first 
day I reached an Indian camp. These 
Indians Immediately began bogging for 
some of the moose meat I had in my 
boat, wiiich I was taking back to my 
crew of men. 
I felt obliged to accept 
the urgent invitation of one of their 
number to accompany him into his wig­ 
wam. 
lie Introduced mo to his two 
squaws, and with much pride handed 
me some documents. They >vere w^hat 
we call letters of 
recommendation, 
written by Canadian officers who had 
had dealings with him! 
“The fact that night would soon be 
upon me, and that I had to sleep some­ 
where on the shore, gave me a desire 
to reach a point as far distant from 
this Indian camp as possible. 
Sleep­ 
ing outdoors on the rough and damp 
ground did not seem so bad when in 
company with two stalwart men and 
two fine dogs, which Avere vigilant 
watchers in the night; but to sleep out 
under the trees alone, as I did on iny 
return trip, 250 m lks from the nearest 
postoffice, was accompanied with a 
queer sense of loneliness and a peculiar 
longing for the Mleshpots, of Egypt.' 
‘i had been rowing for two days on 
the lake, and was floating tlie third day 
on the river, when at evening, just as 
I was beginning to scan the bhore for 
a favorable spot for spending the night, 


took them. 
They were compelled to 
stand around a campfire all nighr, and 
reached the scow about 11 o’clock the 
next morning. 
They stood the ex­ 
posure of their trip better than I stood 
mine, and all went to work again with 
a zest. 
“As cold w'eather was setting In, and 
as my muscular aches and pains were 
continuing, I was anxious to return at 
the earliest opportunity. 
I therefore 
remained only long enough to demon­ 
strate positively that the machinery 
was able to do the work at that point. 
The demonstration was w'hat I wanted. 
In my presence the machinery worked 
satisfactorily. We secured at the rate 
of one ton of the black sand from every 
125 cubic yards of gravel that we 
washed through the sluice boxes. 
“I had the remainder of the men 
stake out claims for me, and on the 
morning that I started to float down 
the river on a raft in coming out these 
other men started 
for 
Livingstone 
Creek on foot to record these additional 
claims. 
I left instructions for them 
to work until September 22, and to ac­ 
cumulate as much of the black sand 
containing the gold as possible during 
that time.” 
But Mr. Vrooman, as has been said, 
is not altogether wrapped up in the 
hunt for gold.

War taxes have been so arranged in 
Japan that the burden principally falls 
upon the persons wiio ought to bear it. 
Take the new inheritance tax, for ex­ 
ample; it will affect the wealthy class 
mostly. To an outsider It would appear 
as if a heavy burden had suddenly been 
placed upon the shoulders of the peo­ 
ple by these special taxes, but it is not 
so, as special provision has been made 
to lighten the local taxes for municipal 
expenses, and notices have been sent 
all over the country to the local offi­ 
cials to lighten their expenditure, and 
by this reduction the average in taxa­ 
tion is not much increased. 
The fol­ 
lowing figures will explain this posi­ 
tion: In 1904 the total of the imperial 
taxes showed an increase of 38,400,000 
yen, but the prefectural taxes were 
10,800,000, and the town and village 
taxes 12,200,000 yon less, so that, com­ 
pared with the year before, the net 
increase in taxation was only 15,000,000 
yen. 
The amount for imperial and local 
taxes in 1904 was 27.57 yen per house­ 
hold. This was 1.76 yen more than the 
year before. 
Per person, it was 4.9G, 
or an increase of thirty-two sen, com­ 
pared with the year before. 
With re­ 
gard to 1905, the increase will be eight 
yen per house, or l.SO per individual. 
This, compared with the taxation of 
other countries, is very light; and then, 
again, a good deal of the money col­ 
lected in taxes goes back to the people 
who are furnishing supplies for the 
war, and the profits from these trans­ 
actions help the people to meet the in­ 
creased taxation. 
The farming class In Japan is much 
in the majority, and the rice crop of 
1904 w’as so abnormally large and the 
prices of rice w^ere so high that this 
class was a great gainer, and placed 
favorably for meeting taxes. The peo­ 
ple, from patriotic reasons, have met 
the increased taxes with proper spirit, 
and respond willingly, so that the tax 
returns are much more satisfactory 
than in j'ears before the w^ar. 
The 
number of people proceeded against 
for non-payment of taxes is much de­ 
creased. 
The increase in deposits in postal 
savings banks and in ordinary banks 
is a proof that the people are not suf­ 
fering from over-taxation. It is a year 
since the outbreak of war, and the 
amount of money raised from the peo­ 
ple for its prosecution is very large, 
and yet Japan’s commercial and Indus­ 
trial position is much stronger to-day 
than before.

cracker crumbs as you jiave meat;

In reporting the results of the recent 
visit of the British Institution of Civil 
Engineers

America, Sir 
William 
White said that four neAV instalments 
noAV under way on the Canadian side 
of Niagara Falls Avill give an aggregate 
of 440.000 horse-poAver. 
When these 
works are completed the grand total 
of 
poAver derived from Niagara 
on 
both sides of the river will be about 
700,000 horse-power, which, of course, 
is but a fraction of the whole poAA'or of 
the falls. 
The visitors were informed 
that within a radius of about forty- 
five miles from OttaAva suflicient water- 
poAver exists to furnish nearly 1,000,000 
horse-power for driving machinery. 


The final report of the Royal Com- 
mission on Coal Supplies presents some 
interesting facts. 
Assuming 4000 feet 
as the limit of depth and one foot as 
the minimum thickness of seam 
at 
Avhich coal mining is practicable, the 
commission estimates that the aA^ail- 
able quantity of coal yet untouched on 
the British Isles amounts to a little 
over one hundred 
thousand 
million 
tons. 
This is about ten thousand mil- 
lion tons 
greater than 
the estimate 
made by the Coal Commission of 1S71, 
notv/ithstandlng the fact that 
more 
than fiA^e and a half thousand million 
tons of coal have been raised in the 
meantime. The difference is accounted 
for by more accurate knoAVledge of 
the coal seams. 
The consumption of 
British coal In 1903 Is estimated at 
one hundred and sixty-seven million 
tons, so tliat the report Is reassuring 
as to any danger of immediate ex- 
haustion of the supply.

The first difficulty in smucrgling may 
be encountered at tjie diamond mar- 
kets of Europe. In Paris, for instance, 
Ihe United States Government has four 
ajients whose duty is to 
keep 
the 
United States customs oflicinls in touch 
with the purchases of stones by resi- 
dents of the United States. 
If John 
Jones of New York is visltlnj? Paris 
and has bou.srht a fine diamond or 
more from a Paris dealer and returns 
to the New York port of entry without 
declaring such stones, a question is 
certain to bo asked of him. 


The Paris dealer, in accordance with 
the custom of the trade, has taken 
the name and address of the purchaser, 
a description of the stone, its color, its 
weight, and, perhaps, a memorandum 
of a possible peculiarity. 
Yet there 
are European diamond dealers who do 
not recognize the justice of protective 
tariils, or even tariffs for revenue, and 
some of these 
refuse to recognize 
American agents. 


But considering that the would-be 
smuggler makes his successful pur- 
chases in the European markets and 
starts homo with them. 
In the first 
place he has had the expenses of the 
trip across. 
Going over he may have 
gone in the second cabin of a steamor. 
but coming back it will be to his ad- 
vantage in every way to return in the 
first cabin. 
Thus, his expenses, even 
if he lives in New York or Boston, -will 
have been at least $200, while thej 
might as easily have been ?oOO for tho 
round trip. The time of the trip will 
be scarcely less than a month, whicli, 
for a man of average ability in a cleri- 
cal position, will mean $100 at least. 
The interest on the money primarily in- 
vested in the stones will need to be 
considered, to say nothing of the ele- 
ment of risk.—New York News. 


The Travelinfc Man's MiKtake.

I f o w Germans Do Basinefi. 


The following is a translation by 
Commercial Intelligence. London, from 
a report by the Austro-Hungarlan Con- 
sul at Cairo: "Among commercial trav- 
elers engaged here during the 1903-4 
season the Germans were far superior 
in number. 
Some sixty per cent, rep- 
resented 
German firms, next being 
Italian houses wi^h fifteen per cent. 
From seven to eight-per cent, fell to 
the share of French firms, between six 
and seven to that of Austro-Hunga- 
rian, nearly six to that of Swiss, and 
only about four to that of English. 
But, then, the German travelers are 
not only numerically preponderant, but 
taken on the average they are smarter 
and more skilful than their competi- 
tors. 
No trip Is too troublesome for 
them—no season too unfavorable. 
In 
«very way they are most keenly alive 
to the Interests of their firms. Not 
only do they control all districts where 
there Is competition, but also buy up 
samples of competing goods, which 
their firms then Imitate for tho most 
part more cheaply/' 


Wonderful« If True. 


The food of tiie gods appears to have 
been discovered at last. 


According to a report of tests made 
by Dr. Clement and Dr. HucUard, for- 
mic acid can increase the strength of 
people In an extraordinary manner. 
One delicate subject who could only 
raise a light weight was, after l^eing 
experimented upon, able to lift five 
times the amount. 


Dr. Iluchard's experiment upon him* 
self is decidedly interesting. 
In two 
days, it Is said, he doubled his strength, 
and In five days trebled it. To achieve 
this he had taken five grammes. 


Formic acid is a 
colorless 
liquid 
found in the bodies of ants, in the 
hairs and other parts of certain cater- 
pillars and in nettles. 
It has a pun- 
gent smell. Is highly corrosive and may 
be prepared artificially in many differ- 
ent ways. 


Formic acid and all its salts are 
strong reducing agent» and precipitate 
metal from solution of gold, silver and 
mercury salt«.—London Express. • 


^nat Dltcrimlnfttion In Hm\lw»r KittM, 
All railroad men qualified to speak 
on tho subject In a responsible way 
are likely to agree with President Sam* 
uel Spencer, of the Southern Railway, 
when ho says: "There is no division of 
opinion as to the desirability of stop- 
lyng all secret or unjustly discrhnina- 
tory devices and practices of whatso- 
exQv character." 


Mr. Spencer, in speaking of "unjust- 
ly dlscrimiuatory" rates and devices, 
makes a distinction whicli is at once 
apparent to common sense. There may 
be dlscvimlnation 
in 
freight 
rates 
which Is just, reasonable and impera- 
tively required by tho complex com- 
mercial and geographical 
rondltlons 
with M'hlch expert rate makers have to 
deal. To abolish such open and honest 
discrimination might paralyze the in- 
dustries of cities, States and whole sec- 
tions of our national territory. 


This distinction between just and 
unjust discrimination Is clearly recog- 
nized in tho conclusions of the Inter- 
national Railway Congress, published 
yesterday: 


"Tariffs should bo based on commorolal 
prinelples, taking into aooouiit tho apodal 
oouditiODs whioh bear upon tho eoinmorolal 
valuo of the services rt^ndored. 
With tha 
rosorvation that riitpg shall bo ohnrgcd with- 
out arbitrary discrimination to aU shlpport 
allko under like conditions, tho making oí 
ratos should as far ng jiossililo havo all tho 
elasticity necessary to permit tho dovolop- 
mout of tho traffic and to produco tho groat- 
est results to tho publlo and to tho railroads 
thomsolves." 


The present proposal is. as Mr. Walk- 
er D. Hines, of Louisville, showed in 
his remarkable testimony 
the 
other 
day before the Senate Committee at 
Washington, to crystallze ilexlble and 
justly discriminatory rates into fixed 
Government rates 
which cannot be 
changed except by tho intervention of 
some Government tribunal, and by thl«

Are the Packer« RecelTlnit Fair P U j ? 
When the Garfield report on the 
business methods of the packers at)- 
peared, after eight months' investiga- 
tion, it was severely criticised and 
roundly denounced. After three months 
of publicity it Is significant that those 
who attempted to discredit It have 
failed to controvert the figures con- 
tained In that exhaustive document. 
The public Is b<?glnnlng to notice this 
omission, and the feeling Is rapidly 
growing that the sensational charges 
out of which the "Beef Investigation" 
arose were without foundation. 
If the 
official statements of tho report are 
susceptible of contradiction, a good 
many people are now asking why the 
facts and figures are not furnished to 
contradict them. 


The truth seems to be that mosjt of 
the charges contain unfounded sensa- 
tional assertions. A flagrant example 
of this appeared In a recent article in 
an Eastern magazine, to the effect that 
"forty Iowa barrtcs were forced to close 
their doors In 1903-4 by the Beef 
Trust's manipulation of cattle prices." 
Chief Clerk Cox, of the banking de- 
partment of the Iowa State Auditor's 
office, has tabulated the list of banks 
given In the magazine article and has 
publicly denounced the statement as 
utterly untrue. 
He gives separately 
the reasons for each failure mentioned 
and officially states that they have 
been caused by unwise speculations and 
by reckless banking pietho'Js, It may 
be well to suspend Judgment upon the 
packers until the charges against them 
are proved.

From seven to eight-per cent, fell to 
the share of French firms, between six 
and seven to that of Austro-Hunga- 
rian, nearly six to that of Swiss, and 
only about four to that of English. 
But, then, the German travelers are 
not only numerically preponderant, but 
taken on the average they are smarter 
and more skilful than their competi- 
tors. 
No trip is too troublesome for 
them—no season too unfavorable. 
In 
m'ery way they are most keenly alive 
to the interests of their firms. Not 
only do they control all districts where 
there is competition, but also buy up 
samples of 
competing goods, which 
their firms then imitate for the mo;st 
part more cheaply." 


Arm the Packers R«c«1t1iij( r»lr FUy? 
When the Garfield report on the 
business methods of the packers af)- 
peared, after eight months' Investiga- 
tion. it was severely criticised and 
roundly denounced. After three months 
of publicity it is significant that those 
who attempted to discredit it 
have 
failed to controvert the figures con- 
tained in that exhaustive document. 
The public is beginning to notice this 
omission, and the feeling is rapidly 
growing that the sensational charges 
out of which the "Beef Investigation" 
arose were without foundation. 
If the 
official »tatemcnts of the report are 
susceptible of contradiction, a good 
many people are now asking why the 
facts and figures are not furnished to 
contradict them. 


The truth seems to be that most of 
the charges contain unfounded sensa- 
tional assertions. 
A flagrant example 
of this appeared In a recent article in 
an Eastern magazine, to the effect that 
"forty Iowa banks were forced to close 
their doors in 1903-4 by the 
Beef 
Trust's manipulation of cattle prices " 
Chief Clerk Cox, of the banking de- 
partment of the Iowa State Auditor's 
office, has tabulated the list of banks 
given In the magazine article and has 
publicly denounced the statement as 
utterly untrue. 
He gives separately 
the reasons for each failure menUoned 
and ofi^cially states that they have 
been caused by unwise speculations and 
by reckless banking ^nethocls. It may 
be well to suspend Judgment upon the 
packers untii the charges against them 
are proved.
